Was Here Short Time Ago, And Had 


Arrived Home Only Six Days 


Before the Accident. 


II. C. Johnson, of this city, this 
morning received the particulars of 
the automobile accident which oc­ 
curred 
last 
Tuesday in which 
his 
brother, F. V. I). Johnson, was ser­ 
iously injured. The machine in which 
were Mr. Johnson and his chauffeur 
was struck by a fast Southern Pa- 
eifi<‘ limited and was totally wrecked. 
Mr. Johnson was thrown about thirty 
feet from the car, and as he lay un ­ 
conscious for some time it was su p ­ 
posed that he was dead. 
The accident occurred near Red­ 
ding at a railroad crossing whieh is at 
the mouth of a deep cut in the road. 
The highway runs parallel 
to 
the 
track 
for 
some 
distance and the 
chauffeur was unable to see the a p ­ 
proaching train on account of the 
high embankments on either side of 
the road. The chauffeur claims the en­ 
gineer failed to give the warning sig­ 
nal as he came near the crossing, 
the chauffeur ran on the crossing 
before he saw the train. 
When he 
realized that he eould not avoid the 
accident, 
he 
attempted to veer his 
machine from the track and succeed­ 
ed partly in doing this as the locomo­ 
tive struck only the light forward 
axle and wheel. 
The machine was overturned and 
was hadlv wrecked. 
The chauffeur, 
who was sitting in the same seat with 
Mr. Johnson, escaped without serious 
injuries. 
Surgeons were called to the scene 
of the accident as soon as possible 
and an examination of the injured 
man showed that his shoulder was 
badly shattered and his forearm was 
lacerated. 
He was taken to a hos­ 
pital at San Francisco, and while his 
injuries 
are 
intensely 
painful 
his 
physicians believe he is not hurt in­ 
ternally and that he will recover. 
The crossing is regarded as dang­ 
erous by travelers and three .years 
ago a similar accident occurred to an 
automobile party at the same place, 
and three of the party were killed. 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson were guests 
of Mr. and Mrs. 11. 
Johnson in 
Seymour only a short time ago, and 
had been home only six days when he 
met with his accident, 
lie is the 
manager 
the 
Northern 
California 
Power Company.

;A number of farms in Jackson 
county cultivated sunflowers the past 
year and found it very profitable. In 
several counties in this part of the 
state much attention is given to this 
industry. 
The cultivation of sunflowers for 
the purpose of selling the seed has 
become a popular anad paying in­ 
dustry in Clark county. 
The harvest 
this year has yielded the biggest re­ 
turns so fa r reported. 
The seed of the sunflower long has 
been cultivated in Russia, and in the 
southeastern part of the country the 
crop of the seed, crushed, is said to 
amount to more than half a million 
tons. 
There the seed is popular as a 
food.either raw or roasted, much as 
Am ericans cat peanuts. 
Since the 
demand for it has grown, however, it 
is pressed for the oil contained. This 
oil is used in the same way that olive 
oil is, and is finding sale even in the 
Mediterranean country, the home of 
olive oil. 
In Clark county most of the seed 
is shipped East and sold. 
There it is 
used extensively in the manufacture 
of medicine for stock and chicken 
food. 
It brings a fancy price. 
In 
Russia the oil sells as high as $10.75 
per 
100 
pounds. 
The 
cultivation 
here of the sunflower is being extend­ 
ed because the plant grows so rapidly 
and requires practically no care. The 
stock makes a fair fuel and contains 
considerable potash. 
If reduced to 
ash it sells readily.

No More Comfort Wanted Bf 


Old Philosopher. 


St. Petersburg. Nov. 14.—It is s- tat cd 
that Count Tolstoy’s daughter Alex­ 
andra. and a typewriter followed him 
to the convent of Koselsk, where the 
count's favorite sister has long been 
a nun. 
His flight, despite its suddenness, 
was probably long contemplated. 
It 
is well known that since he made over 
his property to his wife five years 
ago, there have been constant dis­ 
agreements with his family in conse­ 
quence of their more worldly views of 
life and the management of the es­ 
tate. 
Hi* was intensely grieved be­ 
cause of his inability to persuade them 
to place the peasants on the estate in 
equally comfortable circumstances as 
themselves. 
His refusal to accept the 
Nobel prize that was offered to him 
and a large offer for the publishing 
rights of his works caused further 
friction. There was, however, no sug­ 
gestion of a quarrel. 
Ccwinr Tolstoy 
was simply unable longer to endure 
the comfortable surroundings of his 
family and home and embraced an 
ascetic regime.

The Work to Be Done In Sections—A 
Mile Should Be Carefully Finished In 
Its 
Entirety — How 
the 
Roadway 
Ought to Be Cared For. 


Hon good roads should be made and 
how they should be cared for is tersely 
described in the Iowa Homestead by 
an enthusiast, who says: 
tn the first place, there should be no 
patchwork roadruaking having for its 
Object only to make one particular spot 
passable. Road work should be done 
in sections. 
For instance, a mile of 
road should be taken and completed in 
its entirety. 
Every inch of it should 
be made a good and safe road. I veil 
titre the assertion that not more than 
one mile of road in every ten is safe 
or free from some dangerous trap lo 
cause trouble to careless drivers o'* 
those n o t given to close observation of 
the roadways. They should be 'made I 
so that a child might safely drive over j 
them 
Beginning. I would establish a rep. ' 
sonnhle grade so t Ii a t no steep hills 
remain when tile work is finished. 
I 
would make over the entire width of 
the road from fence to fence. I would 
make the actual roadway of usual 
width, with only rise enough in the 
center to shed rain. 
From the gutter 
at the side of this roadway I won!,, 
make a smooth and even grade to tile 
fence line 
Then I would compel fh^ 
property owners along the road to keep 
the roadside well set in grass and to 
mow and care for it just as they do 
their meadows. 
No deep, unsightly 
and dangerous gullies w’ould be per­ 
mitted. and the mau who scraped a j 
lot of grass, weeds, clods ami trash 
into the center of the road should at 
once be condemned to penal servitude 
for life. Capital punishment would ne 
too good for the one who scoured his 
plow in the road. 
The road worker who plowed up a 
stretch of road late iu the fall and 
left it 
to mellow 
up until spring 
should be banished to roadless Sibe- { 
ria. 
A plow has no place in any rolfti 
that has once been properly made. 
The care of a road made according to 
my plan would be only that of going 
over it occasionally with a drag. 
The 
occasion for the use of tile drag, how­ 
ever. should lie from the viewpoint or 
the net*d of tile road and not the co n ­ 
venience of the operator of tile drag. 
No man would be permitted to drive a 
drag over a road unless he were a 
licensed graduate of a rondmaking 
school. 
A road drag is a dangerous 
thing (for the road) iii the hands of a 
man who does not have sense enough 
to use if. 
I would build a complete and effec- j 
tive drainage system to take care or J 
the water that finds its way to the j 
road—not a guesswork one, blit one 
planned by a drainage engineer who 
knew how. 
I would make culverts and bridges 
the width of the road. 
No small cul­ 
verts should be built. 
They invaria- I 
bly fill up and remain a damage, 
a 
good, big concrete bridge is the safest 
and cheapest that can be made.
